Ferguson, who is 68 years old,

PLANNING INGU 
INTO BOOKMARKING 


Considering Going’ to 
Grand Jury With Case 
Judge Butler Dismissed 
After Recent Raids. 


A grand jury inquiry into the ac- 
tivity of bookmakers is being con- 
sidered by the Circuit Attorney's 
office, it was learned today, as the 
result of the action of Judge But- 
ler of Court of Criminal Correction 
in discharging John Onstadt, news 
shop proprietor, 702 Market street, 
and others, charged with bookmak- 
ing in felony warrants. 

It appeared likely that Circuit 
Attorney Miller would instruct his 
assistants to revive the case against 
Onstadt and present the evidence 
to the grand jury with a view to 
obtaining an indictment. This ac- 
tion is within the authority of the 
Circuit Attorney when he is dis- 
satisfied with the action of the 
Court of Criminal Correction on a 
warrant. 

The Circuit Attorney's office, it 
is known, differs with Judge But- 
ler in the interpretation of the law 
governing bookmaking. Judge 
Butler’s decision in the Onstadt 
case, Thursday, rested on an opin- 
ion handed down !In 1906 by the 
Missouri Supreme Court in which 
Judge Gant drew a narrow defini- 
tion of bookmaking. “I might as 
well discharge the defendant and 
save the taxpayers’ money,” Judge 
Butler remarked, after Onstadt’s 
lawyer, William Baer read _ the 
4906 opinion. 

Judge Gantt’s opinion was based 
on a law governing bookmakers 
which was passed in 1905. How- 
ever, it has been pointed out that 
the law was amended in 1907 with 
a much broader definition of book- 
making, designed to correct the 
weaknesses which Judge Gantt 
noted in the old law. Assistant

Magistrate Vitale Avers He 
Borrowed From Corpora- 
tion Controlled by Gam- 
bler, Since Slain.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—Tam- 
many’s acceptance of the case of 
Arnold Rothstein as an issue in the 
mayoralty campaign was met to- 
day by charges that a city Magis- 
trate had received a loan from the 
gambler, who was siain in a hote 
last November. 

Soon after the announcement of 
District Attorney Banton that he 
would ask for a special jury panel 
Monday to begin the trial of George 
McManus for the murder, Con- 
gressman La Guardia, Republican 
cadidate for Mayor, charged that 
City Magistrate Albert H. Vitale 
had received a loan of $19,940 
from Rothstein. 

Vitale, who is taking an active 
part in Mayor Walker's campaign 
for re-election, admitted receiving 
a loan from a corporation which 
was controlled by Rothstein. He 
denied that it was a persona! loan, 
saying it was arranged through a 
friend and he did not know untill 
he received a check in exchange 
for a note for $20,000 that Roth- 
stein was connected with it. 

La Guardia made his statement 
after District Attorney Banton had 
denied that the papers in the Roth- 
stein case would show that any 
man in political or public life had 
borrowed money from Rothstein. 

The charge that notes and docu- 
ments in the Rothstein files com- 
promised men in political or public 
positions has been made by Richard 
E. Enright, another candidate for 
Mayor, and by La Guardia. 

Banton announced that he would 
call Enright. Previously Banton 
had said he did not want to pro- 
ceed with the McManus trial until 
Hymie Biller, who was indicted 
with McManus, had been captured. 
McManus is at liberty under $50,- 
000 bail. Banton gave as his rea- 
son for immediate trial his pur- 
pose to “satisfy the public that no

|EARTH SHOCKS CONTINUE 


IN SOUTHERN HAWAII 


Residents Warned to Be on Guard 
Against Possible Volcanic 
Eruptions. 

By the Associated Press. 

HILO, Hawaii, Sept. 28.—The 
earthquake situation in this most 
southerly island of the Hawaiian 
group was unchanged last night 
with all west Hawaii districts con- 
stantly trembfing although with 
diminished intensity. Seventy 
shocks were recorded on the Ki- 
lauea seismograph during the last 
24 hours and Thomas A. Jaggar. 
volcanologist, said diminishing vio- 
lence of the temblors might mean 
the sharpest quake is still to come. 

Jaggar yesterday reiterated a 
warning to persons living within 40 
‘miles of the inactive volcano Mua- 
lalai to be on guard against possi- 
ble severe quakes. As a result res- 
idents of the Kona district on the 
western slopes of the island took 
to the roadsides with blankets and 
belongings. 

The stocks were attributed by 
the volcanologist to rising lava un- 
der the earth’s surface. Dr. Jag- 
gar has made many years’ study of 
the craters Kilauea, Mauna Loa 
and Hualalai. There is a possibil- 
ity that all three might erupt with- 
in a month, he said, adding that 
activity by Hualalai might relieve 
the pressure of the other two.

All Rooms in Executive Mansion Connected 
With Civil War President Have Been 
Restored by Hoover. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Ar- 
rangements are being made at the 
White House for the three-day 
, rit- 
stay of Ramsay MacDonald, _Brit- 
ish Premier, and his daughter, 
Ishbel, his official hostess. The 
rest of their visit will be spent at 
the British Embassy. 
The apartment in the executive 
mansion that has been set aside 
for the Premier, is the suite of 
rooms on the northwest’ corner, 


known as the Lincoln suite. It was | 


occupied during the Civil War pe- 
riod by President Lincoln. The suite 
consists of a bderoom, -bath and 
sitting room. Presidents Cleveland 
and McKinley also used this suite 
while they were occupants of the 
White House. 

President Hoover has been re- 
storing all the rooms in the man- 
sion that were connected with Lin- 
coln. Most of the furniture in 
use at that time had been broker 
up or discarded. Mr. Hoover found 
four pieces that had been used by 
the Civil War President, and had 
them repaired and placed in their 
original positions. Among the 
pieces is the niné-foot Lincoln béd 
of heavy walnut, elaborately 


' carved. 


Because of its Victorian ornate- 


rescued by the first Mrs. Woodrow 
Wilson and placed in the Blue 
Mountain Room, where she had on 
exhibit handiwork of mountain 
women of the Blue Ridge region. 

The restored Lincoln rooms are 
the especial pride of President 
Hoover.

MRS. PANTAGES 10 BE 
SENTENCED MONDAY 


Court Orders Physicians to Care 
for Her So She May Appear 
in Court.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 28.— 
Mrs. Lois Pantages, awaiting 4 
mandatory prison sentence of from 
one to 10 years, today was under 
observation of physicians appoint- 


ed by Superior Judge Hardy, be- 
fore whom she was convicted of 
manslaughter, to assure that she 
be in physical condition to hear 
her sentence Monday. 

Found guilty Wednesday of the 
death of Juro Rokumoto, Japanese 
gardener, from injuries suffered in 
an accident involving her automo- 
bile, Mrs. Pantages was to have 
been sentenced yesterday.

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REALTY DEALER 
SENT 10 PRISON 
AS EMBEZZLER 


W. J. Ruediger of Belle- 
ville, Missing Since July 
11, Pleads Guilty—Gets 
One to 10 Years. 


Walter J. Ruediger, Belleville 
real estate dealer, who failed for 
about $120,000 last July,was dressed 
in last night at the Chester (Ill.) 
Penitentiary to serve a sentence 
of from one to ten years, imposed 
yesterday afternoon when he plead- 
ed guilty of embezzlement. 

Ruediger, who had been missing 
since July 11, appeared before Cir- 
cuit Judge Miller in Belleville 
shortly after 1 o’clock with his at- 
torney and entered a plea of guilty. 
He was uncommunicative, but ex- 
changed greetings with acquain- 
tances in the courtroom. He had 
been in Chicago and St. Louis since 
his disappearance, he said. TFif- 
teen minutes after his arrival in 
court he was on his way to the 
penitentiary. 

Arrangements for the real estate 
dealer’s surrender were made sev- 
eral days ago by his brother, Oscar. 
He had been indicted a week ago, 
the charge being embezzlement of 
$543.75 from Gust Muskopf of 
Belleville. That sum was a pay- 
ment on a mortgage Muskopf pur- 
chased through him. 

The failure of Ruediger’s sub- 
stantial business remains a mystery 
to his clients in Belleville, East St. 
Louis and Alton, who are likely to 
lose about $60,000 through their 
dealings with him. His mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Elizabeth Rebhan, who 
had indorsed some notes for him, 
advanced about $60,000 to wipe out 
about half of the loss. 

Ruediger, who is 45 years old, 
enjoyed the reputation of a pros- 
perous and respected citizen until 
the failure of his business. 11¢ 
lived with his wife at the home of 
her mother. 

He was a director of the St. 
Clair Guaranty & Title Co., vice- 
président of the Century Brass 
Works of Belleville, former presi- 
dent of the Belleville Real Estate 
Exchange and former vice-presi- 
dent of the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards. 


50TH ANNIVERSARY TODAY 
OF FATAL BALLOON FLIGHT 


Prof. John Wise Left St. Louis 
Sept. 28, 1879; Fell in Lake 
Michigan. 

By a coincidence, the eighteenth 
international balloon race  »veing 
held here today marks the fiftieth 
anniversary of the fatal flight of 
Prof. John Wise, pioneer balloon- 
ist, who left St. Louis on Sept. 28, 
1879, only to fall to his death tm 
Lake Michigan a few hours later. 
It was his 463rd balloon voyage. 

Twenty years before, Wise eStab- 
lished a record which remained un- 
broken until 1900, when he soared 
from St. Louis to Henderson, N. 
Y., over a roundabout course,. tra- 
versing 1150 miles. He was ac- 
companied by William Hyde of St. 
Louis, John La Mountain of Troy, 
N. Y. and D. A. Gager of Benning- 
ton, Vt. The balloonists left St. 
Louis on Friday, June 1, 1879, in 
a balloon named The Atlantic, and 
descended the next day. Buffeted 
by heavy winds, which drove them 
over Lake Ontario at a rate of two 
miles a minute, they were carried 
over Pana, Ill., Fort Wayne, Ind., 
Fremont, Sandusky and Fairport, 
in Ohio, Niagara Falls and Dunn- 
ville, Ont. ; 

The Atlantic contained 60,000 
cubic feet of Bas and carried 900 
pounds of ballast. All of the bal- 
last had been thrown overboard 
before reaching Lake Ontario. 

Wise, who was from Lancaster, 
Pa., was accompanied on his fa- 
tal flight, 20 years later, by George 
Burr, who was drowned also when 
their balloen fell into Lake Mich- 
igah at night. 

The Missouri Aeronautical Re- 
serve Corps named their camp at 
San Antonio, during the World 
War, after the pioneer balloonist 
who started his record breaking 
flight from St. Louis, designating 
their encampment as Camp Wise.

ANILLA extract, the pure va- 
Vain extract, is made from the 

vanilla bean by percolation in 
an alcoholic solution and sugar. 
The percolation process s'niply ex- 
tracts the flavor together with the 
other constituents cf the vanilla 
bean, and thereby makes the fin- 
ished vanilla extract. 

The qvality of the extract {fs 
largely determined by the grade 
of bean used and by the percentage 
of alcoholic substance in the per- 
colating fluids. The vanilla extract 
having the highest sualitv vanilla 
bean and the required amount of 
other ingredients can be corsidered 
a genuine vanilla extract. 

The pure vanilla extract is an 
expensive article, and a high price 
for the pure product is justifiable. 
However, retais prices may differ). 
and therefore price in itself ts no 
fair gauge of value. 

The chief substitute products for 
vanilla extract are the tonka bean 
and coumarin. These can also be 
madgsynthetically, 4s can vanillin, 
the main substance of the vanilla 
bean. The use of these suvstitutes 
considerably lessens the cost of the 
flavor. 

It would be well ‘o explain here 
that adulterants are not necessar- 
ily harmful or deleterious Adul- 
terants are primarily eubstitutes 
for original ingredierts. [he orig- 
inal is adulterated because the sub- 
stitute is cheaper or because it 
makes for a bigger output of the 
article it is sustituting 

The effects of the vanilla extract 
adulterants are not harmful, espe- 
clally when one considers the smal) 
amount used for flavoring. But 
the flavoring in a pure vanilla ex- 
tract is of a higher quaiify than 
the imitation. 

If one is familiar with the odor 
of the tonka bean or coumarin, it 
can be readily detected. Tonka 
bean and coumarin nave sweet 
odors but the real vanillin sub- 
stance has the distinct smeli of 
sweetgrass. 

There are no definite advantages 
or disadvantages, in food value, in 
the pure or imitaticn vantile ex- 
tract. The primary use of extracts 
is for flavoring. The »rtificial prod- 
‘uct is cheaper and should retail 
at a lower price than the pure ex- 
tract. 

The fact that an extract is an 
imitation should be marked some- 
where on the labe) and a carefu! 
reading of the label is always ad- 
visable.
